Volunteer Association Says Prohibl- 
tion Law Is Not En- 
forced. 



Birmingham, Ala.— The prohibition 
law In Alabama increased the Illicit 
distilling industry so greatly that J. 
O. Thompson, internal revenue col- 
lector f'or Alabama and Mississippi, 
has asked the government for an in- 
crease of deputies to cope with the 
situation. 

During the past year, the deputies 
in these two states have made over 
four hundred arrests for moonshinlng 
and have destroyed nearly ono thou- 
sand stills. The Industry is growing 
in spite of the government’s activity 
in trying to stamp it out, and Collector 
Thompson says tnat, without the 
state's aid, the moonshine business 
never can be suppressed. A bill to 
give state aid to the government in 
stamping out moonshinlng was killed 
in the past session of the Alabama 
legislature. 

Reasons For Moonshinlng. 

There are three reasons why the ig- 
norant moonshiner will continue to 
make and soli whisky. First, the 
protit from the sale of Illicitly made 
whisky is enormous. Secondly, there 
is a fascination about the busiuess 
which appeals to mountaineer and 
lowlander alike arising from the com- 
bination of danger and tho pitting of 
the wits of the moonshiner against 
those of tho revenue deputies. Third- 
ly, tho moonshiner can see no moral 
wrong in making whisky from grain 
tho earth produces, uud selling it for 
a living. 

Moonshiners make profits averaging 
as high as $100 a day. A still was 
dost oyed in the mountains of Ala- 
bina recently which cost $00. It was 
turning out seventy gallons of whisky 
a day when it was captured, and the 
product of the still sold for $2 a gal- 
lon and was disposed of as soon as 
made. A hi III culled "tho pan and 
sn kc” coals $ll. It will average five 
bushels of corn u day and will earn 
about $25. 

ideal For Distiller.

He has also held that the liq- 
uor seized from the wholesale houses 
was wrongfully confiscated and has 
ordered it returned to its owners. 

Members of the Cherokee and Craw- 
ford County Volunteer association say 
that saloons in Cherokee county are 
equipped as are saloons In states 
whero the sale of liquor is legal. 
There are 35 such saloons in Cherokee 
county. In Crawford county, the vol- 
unteers say, there are only eleven 
open saloons and twenty-seven Joints. 
The mining towns In which several 
murders have boen committed recent- 
ly, are the location of open saloons 
and soveral wholesale liquor houses. 
The members sny that there are sev- 
en saloons and one wholesale house 
in Wler, six and a wholesale house in 
Scammon, nine and a wholesale houso 
In Mineral, seven In Corona, one in 
Stippiville, two In Turck, four in Skid- 
mour and one in Daisy Hill.
